During the recent 
national convention of the 
National Council for 
Marketing and Public 
Relations, Shelton 
President Tom Umphrey 
received the national 
Pacesetter Award for 1995. 
Dr. Umphrey is the first 
president from the southern 
states to receive this 
prestigious award which is 
given in recognition of the 
President's support of the 
marketing and public 
relations efforts of the 
college. 

NCMPR is composed 
of communicators from 
two-year colleges across 
the United States and has a 
membership base of over 
1 500 people. The schools 
who are members of 
NCMPR are divided into 
seven geographical 
districts. Each year a 
Pacesetter Award is given 
to the outstanding 
president or CEO in each 



district in recognition of 
their support of marketing 
and public relations. 

These seven presidents 
then compete for the 
national Pacesetter Award 
given at the annual 

NCMPR conference, 
Umphrey was named the 
recipient of the award for 
District IT last fall and went 

on to represent the 

southern states in the 
national competition. 
District II is the largest of 
the seven districts and 
encompasses 1 1 states, 
Puerto Rico and the Virgin 
Islands. *

award is given annually to 
one of Alabama's two-year 
college presidents by the 
Association of Alabama 
College Administrators and 
the Alabama Association of 
Women in Education.
